western extremity of the point 
dividing South. Bay from West 
Bay (known as Chung Am Wan) 
fn the immediate vicinity of which 
are two small {fslands. 

This regulation shall not prevont 
launches, ferry vessels or motor 
boats approaching the shore for 
such timo ns may be required for 
embarking or disembarking passen- 
gers aa expeditiously as possible.
